In further reply to the Office Action dated June 15, 2004, and in response to the 
Office Action dated July 30, 2004, Applicant submits the following additional Remarks. 



At the interview conducted on July 28, 2004, Applicant's representative and the 
Examiner discussed the differences between Applicant's invention and the broadhead 
described in U.S. Patent No. 6,319,161 to Martinez. It was agreed that the Martinez 
broadhead does not contribute rotational torque to the arrow. As stated at Col. 3, lines 
52-53, of Martinez, it is the "vanes 34 [that] increase rotational spinning and stabilization 
of the arrow when it is in flight. ..." It was agreed that there is no teaching or 
suggestion in the Martinez patent that the broadhead itself has an airfoil-type shape that 
produces a rotational torque about the longitudinal axis of the broadhead ferrule. 



All of the stated grounds of objection and rejection have been properly traversed, 
accommodated, or rendered moot. Applicant therefore respectfully requests that the 
Examiner reconsider all presently outstanding objections and rejections and that they be 
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withdrawn. Applicant believes that a full and complete reply has been made to the 
outstanding Office Action and, as such, the present application is in condition for 
allowance.
